schooner, 

"Grommu" Sherman, who now 
lives nt nearby Island Grove, 
snld she landed at Captain Muy's 
dock when she first come from 
England as a little flirl. Purt of 
the dock still lies below the sur- 
face of tho woter. Two rows of 
maple trees on n largo lawn now 
stand to show where tho 40-foot 
,rond was and on old stono cellar, 
still standing by tho road, was 
onco n fur-trading post. The 
collar is now a storage building 
on part of a summor eatato own- 
ed by A. C. Mathews, Toronto. 

Mrs. Link, n real estate broker, 
totd council that the roads 
should be opened up for tho 
public's use. *'Thoro aro few 



enough places along the lake- 
shore where people can swim," 
she said. Mrs. Link also claims 
that the increasing innceeaBabU- 
ity to the lake is creating a drop 
In property value inland. More

Of the 39 appeals, Reeve A. A. 
Cook submitted five; Mr. Lome 
Cousins, six; the Sisman Shoe 
Co., four. These account for 15 
appeals, and added to these were 
the Collis Leather Co., the Au- 
rora Milling Co., B. A. Oil Co., 
Factory Equipment, Hart Manu- 
facturing .Co., Imperial Bank of 
Canada, Inner Spring Mattress 
Co., Queen City Storage and the 
Royal Theatre. 

The breakdown shows that 
only 14 private individuals, in- 
cluding Mr. R. H. Corner, who 
appealed on his home property 
and office accommodation, chal- 
lenged the assessor's rulings, and 
of these 14 personal claims most 
were of a- very minor character. 

It is apparent that the great 
majority of the taxpayers were 
satisfied with their assessments. 
Not only so, but apart from the 
the appeals by the reeve of the 
town, and a few of the industrial 
employers, the town merchants, 
like the moss of the home-own- 
ers, were content to abide by the 
assessor's conclusions. Other 
substantial employers of labor 
were similarly-minded. « 

Needed A "Goiny-Ovcr" ! 

These impressions are quite 
impartial. We hold no brief for 
Assessor Good, nor* for anyone 
else concerned with these pro- 
ceedings. The chief impression 
gained by us during the four 
hours' "grilling" of the assessor 
was that he held his own on 

overy count. He returned what 
he received with interest. He 
impressed us as a man who 
knew his job from A to Z. 

So chain-like In • character 
were the attacks on the assessor 
that it seemed as though the 
"Big Boys" of industry had re- 
solved to gang up on him. Some 
things were said that, in our 
view, would have been better 
left unsaid. One of these was 
the charge of "arrogance" made 
against the assessor by Mr. Ross 
Linton. If to defend one's deci- 
sions with spirit and knowledge 
is "arrogance", then Mr. Good 
was arrogant. 

But It seemed that Mr. Linton 
thought the assessor was arro- 
gant because he had not sought 
the advice of the council as the 
assessments were being made. 
That would have been an entire* 
ly wrong tiling to do. Assessors 
must act independently, seeking 
no guidance from anyone but 
following instructions lold down 
by the Municipal Board. Such 
close adherence to official in- 
structions appears to have been 
rated as a fault against Mr. 
Good. The fact Is, however, that 
it was not a fault but a merit. 

Tho assessor impressed us as 
an able man trying to do a dif- 
ficult job, and, by and largo, 
milking n success of It. Wo 
know several Instances of heavy 
additional assessments, but those 
who will bear tho burden hnvo 
not grumbled or made n fuss, 
being satisfied with tho explan- 
ations givon them by tho nsaca- 
sor. 

It become quite apparent dur- 
ing tho hearings that some In- 



dustries in Aurora needed a "go 



ing-over". It might hurt; but 
•the treatment was necessary if 
some degree of equalization is to 
be attained. 

Are These Things True? 

In the office the other day an 
Aurora old-timer charged that 
his home-town had the worst 
record in his experience for fail- 
ure to keep appointments on 
time, and sometimes the ap- 
pointments are never kept at all, 
with no explanations or apolo- 
gies tendered. Public meetings, 
he said, never got underway on 
time, often being as much as an 
hour late in starting. 

"There's nothing I hate more," 
he went on, "than for^. anyone 
to make an appointment with me 
and fail to keep it on time. In 
the first place, it's damned bad 
manners; and in the second place 
it's bad business. What confi- 
dence can you have in anybody 
who fails to live up to his prom- 
ises? If he won't keep up on 
appointment, ten to one he'll 
fall down on everything else. 
Put that in your paper and see 
if it brings any reactions?" 

Well, wo are never hesitant 
to put opinions into this column. 
So there you have it; Aurora has 
a bad record for time-keeping 
and punctual appointments. 

We must add our own quota. 
We detest having to wait for the 
keeping of nn appointment. 
When we make appointments we 
always try and fulfil them. We 
agree that it is bad manners to 
be late for appointments. And 
we also agree that manners 
muketh the roan.

As You Were- 

We hear expressions of regret 
that the presidency of the Board 
of Trade remains unchanged, on 
the grounds that new leader- 
ship could have given a new 
impetus to that body which, In 
recent months, has been rather 
comatose. Meetings were too 
few and discussion too stultified. 
That is what some people are 
saying. 

If the Aurora Board of Trade 
is to servo any useful purpose 
to the town it will have to get 
away from fat dinners, obese 
platitudes, and ceremonial com- 
pliments. Tho belly is import- 
ant, but the mind should not be- 
come sluggish and Inept. There 
should be energy, new ideas, 
and tho will to go ahead in the 
Board of Trade meetings. The 
same speakers should not rap 
on evory time. There should bo 
dynamic discussion in which nil 
members should play their part. 

It is questionable whether the 
general manager of a major In- 
dustry should hold tho offico 
of president. Thcro ore many 
merchants In town who could 
fill tho job, And thoro should 
be nominations from tho floor 
of tho house, not a cut-and-dried 
parado of names submitted by n 
committee. Tho presidency of 
such an organization should 
move around When BUch an of- 
fice is hold by the same man 
year after year thoro Is n dan- 
ger of montnl ntalcmnto, and

MEN WE NEED 

One thing we don't want in our municipal govern- 
ment is politics. It does not matter to us whether a can- 
didate is a Liberal or a Conservative. If he appears to 
us to have the qualifications to serve the town as a 
member of council, the hydro or the public school board, 
these columns will give him the fullest support. 

The council is the chief executive authority in 

the municipality. Its work is strictly non-political. 
Candidates seeking office would not receive our support 
if they appealed on a Liberal or Conservative ticket 
We will support candidates only for the reason that 
they appear to us qualified to do a good job of work 
for the town as a whole. 

The men we need should have definite ideas on 
the reasons why they seek office. Men who sit and 
say nothing can be of no service to this town. They 
must betvocal, and being vocal have something construc- 
tive to say. Constructive ideas are begotten of know- 
ing ttje job that one has on hand. We have seen too 
many negative results from the present. council as a 
consequence of certain members not knowing what 
they wanted to do. 

In some instances a complete change-about has 
happened oVer important town matters. To vote "yes" 
at one council meeting, and "no" at another, on a 
matter of outstanding importance to the town, is a 
weakness that should not occur if members had opinions 
and stuck to them. That sort of thing destroys con- 
fidence in the work of council. 

We want men who will be fearless in the discharge 
of their civic duties. Men who have no other interest 
to consider, except the welfare of their town. And 
having only that single interest to serve, will bring 
knowledge and determination to the job they undertake.

AT THE COURT OF REVISION 

Wo sat through four hours of talking at the Court 
of Revision, which .was held on Monday night, October 
20. It was a rather exciting experience, and in many 
ways an educational one. So me impressions of the 
meeting stand out clearly and deserve, we think, n noto 
for the record. 

The chief impression we received was that the 
assessor, Mr. K. U, Good, was thoroughly conversant 
with the complicated job to which he had been appointed, 
Since we hnvo had scarcely any personal contact at all 
with the assessor wb can write disinterestedly. We 
interviewed him in the early part of the year, soon after 
his appointment, and wo reported what ho told us. 

He said then, and we put it on the record, that he 
would show "no fear or favor" in the carrying out of 
his duties, which admittedly are of a very onorous char- 
acter, Few people would envy him his job. For what- 
ever an assessor does, or does not do, will get somebody's 
back up. As it happens, Mr. Good has raised tho ire 
of a small group of industrial cmployors in Aurora. 
But he stuck to his rulings for the most part, and was 
able to give concrete reasons for so doing. 

It was admitted by one industrial employer that 
assessments in the past in Aurora had boon too low. 
Tho objective of all good assessing is to achlovo the 
utmost equality in assessment burdens. Tho measure- 
ment system used by tho assessor has been in operation 
for some years; but not in Aurora. That is whoro tho 
rub Is felt. It is a method that is likely to bo applied 
generally in tho future. 

Wo pass no opinions on tho assessor's rulings. But 
tho fact did cmorgo during tho course of tho appeals 
that a former haphazard system is being replaced by 
a tnoro certain ono, and that tho groat majority of 
Aurora home-ownora and business men nccopted the 
assessor's decisions without complaint.

The 
sale was dictinctive in that all 
of the cattle offered were sired 
by Holstein bulls in the Maple 
artificial insemination unit. The 
57 head sold were drawn from 
35 herds over- the several coun- 
ties served by the unit. Most 
of these breeders had not in- 
vested heavily in fashionable 
lines of Holstein bood. In fact. 
their only claim to fame was 
that their young stock carried 
| the blood of the splendid battery 
of black and white bulls in the 
Maple- unit. Only a few of 
these herds had been on record 
of performance and most of the 
animals offered had no record 
backing on the dams side. On 
the sires side there was splen- 
did record backing. 

It was not to be expected that 
cattle with most of their appeal 
on the one side of the pedigree 
would sell at ultra high prices. 
They did sell at good prices, 
however, and demonstrated the 
value of such bulls as arc found 
at the Maple Unit in just aver- 
age registered herds. The 57 
head brought $27,622,50, an av- 
erage of $484 'per head. The 15 
milking females averaged $592. 
Twenty-three bred heifers av- 
eraged $505; 11 open yearlings 
$320 and eight heifer calves $359. 
The top prices v/ere paid 
where there was record breeding 
on both sides of the pedigree. 
Top price of $1,100 was naid by 
J. E. Hourk, Brampton, for a 4- 
year-old daughter of I -nneJrn 
Texal Highcroll, consigned by 
Pickering College Farms, New- 
market, which had a two-year- 
old, 305 day, 2x record, 13,*Mft 
ib. George Jackson, Downs- 
jview, paid the second high price 

'of $935 for a big straight three- 
tyear-old consigned by R. J. Dar- 
lington, Maple. She had the 
'good tv/o-year-old record of 
; 13,093 11/5. of 4.76* milk. Next in 
line was $750, paid by G. I*. 
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a "glamor" heifer with record 
backing on both sides. W. Alex 
Snedden, Almonte, gave Cecil 
Atkinson, Schombcrg, $700 for a 
three-year-old, and G. Leslie 
Peer, Milton, paid $685 to F. G. 
Stark & Sons, Milton, for a bred 
heifer. 

The sale drew a capacity 
crowd that could not all be ac- 
commodated in Hays* Sales 
Arena. Auctioneer Lome Frank- 
lin, with the aid of Hugh Coul- 
son on pedigrees, sold the 57 
head in less than three hours. 

The comment that was heard 
more frequently than any other 
was that the cattle offered were 
exceptionally well grown. This 
could not all be attributed to 

good feeding. One consignor 
told the group around his two- 
year-old heifer that the heifer 
weighed 200 lbs. more than her 
dam at maturity. "You must 
have been extra good to the 
heifer," said one of the group. 
"The big bulls at the unit had 
more to do with it," was the 
owner's reply. Again and again 
similar comments were heard. 
These men were sure that, with 
the good bulls available at a 
well managed insemination 

centre, such at the Maple unit, 
they were getting better type 
animals than would have been 
possible from sires that they 
could have afforded as indi- 
viduals. 

There must be a lot nf people 
who are thinking in this way. 
Mr. G. W. Keffer, manager of 
the unit, said th»t in the first 
six months of this year, the unit 
had an incrttise of til percent in 
seminations and 24 percent in 
membership. He estimates that 
the number of inseminations Ibis 
year may reach 36,000. The 
holding of the first consignment 
sale of its kind was in keeping 
with the progressive spirit that 
has always characterized tlio 
Maple Breeders' Association and 
its management.

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Messrs. McPherson, John 
Terry and John Rexd each ad* 
dressed the school picnic, alter 
which both old and young aban- 
doned themselves to having a 
good time until the sun began to 
sink behind the western hills. 
This probably was the first pic- 
nic of the new school. This 
farm and grove lay immediately 
north of the school house, and 
one cannot but give a thought 
to which route the children 
marched along, the iris-bordered 
stream in full fragrance of wild 
mint, or along the Lundy Road 
which led directly to the Lundy 
Mill, a road long since closed. 

At a picnic held by the Sha- 
ron school in Mr. Graham's 
grove at Purdy's Corners, the 
bands of Sharon and Queens- 
ville were each presented with 
a three-story birthday cake. The 
following year, 1874 f a monster 
picnic of public schools was held 
at Sharon with a reported at- 
tendance of 3,000. Enthusiasm 
was high and competition be- 
tween the school sections was 
keen. One turnout consisted of 
seven span of horses driven by 
W. B. Cane, and another, beau- 
tifully decorated, was driven by 
Mr. J. Hosier. 

i 

. A teacher, Ira Bruels, who had 
taught at Sharon for 10 years, 
resigned in 1884. In apprecia- 
tion of his work and interest, 
the pupils presented him with 
two paintings. The trustees at 
this time were Reuben Phillips, 

Austin Doan and Benjamin 
Kitely. 

Following Ira Bruels as teach- 
er, the trustees engaged Alfred 
Wiilson, and during the first 
year Mr. Welly Bogart, a pho- 
tographer from Newmarket, 
went to Sharon and took' a pic- 
ture of the pupils and teacher. 
Mr. Wiilson continued to, teach 
and in 1887 he was engaged for 
another year. At this time, his 
daughter, Bertie, was re-engaged 
at Georgetown, and Eva Thorpe 
of Sharon, was hired for school 
section No. 3, on Second Street. 
^ ■ J This was known to old pupils as 
"Gad Hill Academy". 
School Honors 

The year of 1887 seems to 
have been a lucky year. In April 
Sharon school was awarded 
honors. One of its pupils, Ed. 
Willis, won a bronze medal and 
commemorative engraving from 
the Colonial office in London for 
a drawing book specimen. 

The school promotions of that 



subjects were taught in public 

schools and one outstanding 
educationist of Sharon gave as 
his opinion it could still be fol- 
lowed ,to advantage. Students*

Steam Tractor 

In July, 1887, a picnic had 
been arranged for the public 
school to which all the neigh- 
borhood had been invited. Mr. 
William Brechin had been en- 
gaged with his steam traction 
engine, to which four farm 
wagons were to be attached to 
convey the party to Holland 
Landing park. This is said to 
have been the first steam trac- 
tor in North York, and the night 
before he brought it home he 
walked a half mile ahead and 
carried a coal oil lantern, a pre- 
caution required by law. It 
was very new and very novel. 

On the morning of the picnic, 
Mr. " Brechin was on hand be- 
fore seven o'clock and the shrill 
notes of the steam whistle her- 
alded his arrival. All was ready 
by eight o'clock; the wagons 
were filled with scholars, par- 
ents and friends, and flags were 
flying. Before each hill passen- 
gers had to alight and help to 
push, but when they struck Hol- 
land Landing sand it was too 
much for the engine, so a gen- 
eral disembarkation took place, 
and all walked to the park in 
Holland Landing in time .for 
dinner. 

At four o'clock the engineer 
sounded "all aboard" and once 
again on the solid road bed they 
arrived at Sharon and disband- 
ed at the Mansion House. A lo- 
cal paper remarked that much 
credit was due "Billy" Brechin 
and school teacher Wiilson. 
School Teachers 

Elmer Law became the teach- 
er in 1889. He was followed by 
Eliza Sheppard. Robert Terry 
then took charge. It was the 
custom for older boys to attend 
school in winter and help on the 
farms in the summer. Of neces- 
sity a teacher had to be invul- 
nerable at those times, even 
perforce had to use the strong 
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win, Stanley Tench. Certifi- 
cates to fifth class were sent to 
Celia Williams, Arthur Bram- 
mer and Emma Wayling, the 
three out of four students who 

had written the entrance exam- 
ination. 

As a matter of interest, it is 
noted that in the published re- 
sults of a written examination 
of Sharon pupils in 1873, in ad- 
dition to the usual subjects, na- 
tural history and agricultural 
chemistry were part of the cur- 
riculum. For years high school 
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in by those winter students.

Every 
morning prayers were read and 
one of the older girls played 
the small melodeon in accom- 
paniment to the young voices 
heartily singing "Bringing in the 
Sheaves" or 4t To the Work." The 
school was heated by a huge 

old - fashioned swell - bodied 
stove where at the noon hour 

thick slices of home-made bread, 
thickly spread with home-churn- 
ed butter, were dangled over 
the fire from a "toast-stick." 

One happy event recalled by 
pupils of Sharon school was 
when Elder Garbutt arrived to 
train the children for tho "Child- 
ren's Day" on which they march- 
ed from the meeting house to 
the temple singing, "We're 
Marching to Zion!" Elder Gar- 
butt loved the children. At 
Christmas he was responsible 
for a gift being placed on the 
tree for every child in the vil- 
lage. 

Mr. Angus Williams of Sharon 
supplied for a few days during 
this latter term. A highlight of 
his authority was the teaching 
of the lesson of the Lazy Frog: 
"The Lord helps those who help 
themselves!" 

After Robert Terry ceased 
teaching in the Sharon school, 
Mr. Joseph Turner succeeded. 
Mr. Turner was young, vital and 
filled with pleasurable ambi- 
tion for the school. He soon 
had the sympathetic interest of 
the community, and when the 
people of Sharon set out to ac- 
complish a project, they can be 
relied upon to carry it to suc- 
cess. Evidence of this may be 
seen in the three silver cups now 
in the temple. These cups were 
won by Sharon school section 
during the years 1896-&7-&8, in 
competition with the, schools of 

North and East Gwillimbury. 

Entertainment 

This was a memorable picnic 
in Sharon. A description has 
been given by Mr. Edward Bar- 
ker, one with other local far- 
mers, who contributed to its 
success. It comprised a long 
procession of farm wagons, 
carts and buggies, each vehicle 
gaily decorated, each horse 
adorned with two brightly-col- 
ored plumes. Some turnout* 
consisted of four teams, and 
each driver wore a tall silk hat. 
The procession was headed by 
a little boy named Vernon, also 
wearing\a man-size topper and 
driving a two-wheel pony cart; 
the pony and cart were decorat- 
ed. Master Vernon was accom- 
panied by the teacher, Joseph 
Turner, In the van of thia pro- 
cession repoted the Sharon 
ichoo! in miniature and com-

The two out-riders were Bert

the procession descended west 
along the Keswick hill enroute

Sharon Post Office 

The story of the post office in 
Sharon is a chapter in the de- 
velopment " of the great postal 
system of Canada. This latter 
dates from "1763, when Benja- 
min Franklin, who was post mas- 
ter for the British American 

colonies, came north and estab- 
lished, post offices at Quebec, 

Montreal and Three Rivers. Af- 
ter the American revolution, a 
deputy post-master general was 
appointed for the remaining 
British colonies, with headquar- 
ters at Quebec. This official re- 
ceived all his instructions from 
London and was also independ- 
ent of. the governor-general. To 
make his office pay he establish- 
ed post offices only in the larger 
centres." Complaints, griev- 
ous and loud, immediately arose 
from the colonists because of the 
long distances to be travelled, 
and these complaints increased 
as the people realized they had 
no control over the postal rev- 
enue. 

It was 1833 that a scheme to 
give Canadians control of this 
revenue was agitated by thfe? 
growing political Reform party 

and the colonial minister sent 
for the deputy post-master at 
Quebec to submit a report This 
report showed him to be in pos- 
session of perquisites several 
times the amount of the salary 
he received, which was 811 
pounds annually. In addition he 
received the whole of the post- 
age on colonial newspapers. 
1,508 pounds; a further sum from 
United States* papers, and a 
percentage on United States' 
letters and other perquisites not 
stated, approximately 2,000 
pounds. 
Postal Rates 

When the provinces of Upper 
Canada were united in 1841, and 

were known as the Province of 

Canada, Upper Canada was call- 
ed Canada West. The mail, or 
post, was designated the "Im- 
perial Post" as it remained un- 
der control of the British gov- 
ernment. The first Canadian 
post stamp had yet to be issued. 
Postal rates were very high. 
A letter of one sheet sent from 
Toronto to Montreal cost nine 
pence and from Toronto to Eng- 
land the cost was five shillings. 
If more than a single sheet com- 
prised the letter, this was mul- 
tiplied by four. On newspapers 
the charge was four shillings 
per copy per annum. All of this 
revenue continued to flow into 
the pocket of the deputy post- 
master general. So serious be- 
came the discontent and so loud 
the clamor that the British gov- 
ernment in 1851 relinquished the 
control. To those who had long 
advocated the change of system 
this was indeed a triumph. 
Prior to 1865 it cost ten cents to 
send a letter; -after that it was 
lowered to three cents in Canada 
and five cents to the United 
States. 

The Newmarket Era of Mar. 2, 
1852, reported it was rumored 
that the postmaster general had 
determined to submit to parlia- 
ment a measure for the abolition 

of postage on newspapers, and 
a few days later, March 30, the 
new law came into force, where- 
by all were to be transmitted 
free throughout the province. 
Colonial Post 

* 

In the earliest days of the 
colony lelw-!3 were generally 
carried by kindness of friends 
and travellers and some of those 
letters, still extant, provide some 
idea of the time involved and 
the indirect way a letter had to 
pass before it reached its destin- 
ation. It is remarkable, as one 
reviews the wild state of the 
country, the absence of roads 
and the difficulties encountered 
to locate settlers, that letters 
reached the destined recipient, 
even a letter from the Old Land 
addressed to Mr. So-and-So, and 
bearing only name of township 
and Upper Canada, eventually 
arrived. Envelopes were not 
used; the sheet was folded, ad- 
dressed and sealed with wax. 
When a reliable mail service 
reached Newmarket, mail was 
transferred from there to points 
north, which included Sharon, 
by the first reliable settler. In 
Pioneer Life in the County of 
York, by Guilett, there is men- 
tioned "a covered wagon ser- 
vice from Georgina to York In 
1825." Robertson's "Landmarks" 
relates that the first stage tine 
from York to Holland Landing 

was started in 1828 by George 

Playter and sons. As early as 
1829 notice appeared in the Col- 
onial Advocate that "William 
Garbutt had contracted to carry 
His Majesty's mail, that he would 
accommodate passengers as far 
as Newmarket and they would 
be comfortably conveyed to Hol- 
land Landing and to points from 
there, which necessarily includ- 
ed Sharon, (or Hope), on Mon- 
days and Thursday." These 
stages were ponderous affairs, 
of the old English mail coach 
style, drawn by four horses.

ship in the Audit Bureau of Cir- 
culations, but seldom has it 
paused to explain the interesting 
history and importance of- this 
association of 3,370 advertisers, 
advertising agencies and pub- 
lishers. 

This bureau, although not 
widely known to the general 
public, is recognized by authori- 
ties on the progress of American 
business as having played a 
major part in the growth and 

success of modern merchandis- 
ing. 

Like many other things, A.B.C. 

was born out of necessity at a 

time when publishers of news- 
papers and periodicals* had no 
generally accepted or standariz- 
ed means of telling advertisers 
about their circulation. There 
were no standards for circulation 
values. 

Likewise, there was no stand- 
ard method of accounting for or 
auditing the circulation that 
publishers claimed. The honest 
publisher who claimed 50,000 
was at a distinct disadvantage in 
meeting the claims of a competi- 
tor who might claim 75,000 but 
actually have only 25,000. 

In addition to audited figures 
the advertisers began to ask for 
more information concerning 




records of each pubisher mem- 
ber. The reports which are 
based on these audits are then 
available to advertisers so they 
can buy space in newspapers 
and periodicals on the basis of 
definite standards and known 
values. • 

How has this association con- 
tributed to the growth of Am- 
erican business? The bureau 
has, for example, provided a 
method for manufacturers to in- 
vest advertising money on the 
basis of facts, virtually elimin- 
ating the need for speculation in 

buying advertising space. Con- 
sequently advertising has been 

more effective, sales have in- 
creased, production schedules 
were enlarged. Larger produc- 
tion enables producers to oper- 
ate at reduced unit costs, pass- 
ing the saving along to the con- 
sumer. Larger production also 
provides more employment. 

There is no place for waste 
or guesswork in modern busi- 
ness. This applies to the pur- 
chase of advertising as well as 
it does to raw materials and 
finished merchandise. 

In the case of merchants and 
other local advertisers it is just 
as important ^hat they, too, use

We will be asked on Saturday to buy Poppies, the 
"flower of remembrance . . ". Can we remember as 
we should? Upon the memory of Flanders is imposed 
the memory of Normandy hedgerows; upon these mem- 
ories is imposed the memory of Korean ridges. Is it 
any wonder the memory of Flanders grows dim? 

Yet remember we must, not as a debt owing the 
dead who lie there, but as a hope that there may be no 
more memories. In Flanders is the hope of a million 
hearts. They fought a war to end all wars. Their sons 
have fought again. The setting changes; the issue is 

the same. 

If we forget their inspiration, what hope is left? 
How easy to turn away from that first memory with 
bitterness. The war to end all war only spawned an 
evil offspring and yet another grows upon us. How 
easy to dismiss their sacrifice. 

Yet had we sought only the easy way, would we 
have fought so for freedom ?> When we chose freedom, 
we set our foot to the stonier path. Our path has led 
from Flanders through the hedgerows and to the Korean 
ridges. We must continue our way. To stop now would 
be to repudiate the choice they made who lie in Flanders. 

We must remember those who died in Flanders, 
not for their salvation but for our own.

SPEED TRAPS 

Newmarket council members continue their bull* 
headed refusal to use common sense to slow traffic on 

residential streets with one possible exception, Coun- 
cillor Thomas Birrell, who observed in council last week 
that he thought it unfair for the police ft) hide them- 
selves when operating a speed trap. "They should be 
in the open instead of taking the motorist, off guard," 
he insisted. 

Mr. Birrell is on the right track. If the police were 
in the open, where the motorist could see them, the 
motorist would slow down instead of continuing on his 
merry way at the same high rate of sj)eed. The point 
that the Newmarket council has completely ignored is 
that the purpose of the police is first of all to prevent 
the offense and secondly, to catch the offender. The 
police aren't doing the most important part of their 
job when they skulk in the bushes with a timer. 

If Newmarket council is in earnest about slowing 
speeders, let the council set about the job with some 
attention to fundamentals. "Hitting 'em in the pocket- 
book where it hurts," the expressed policy of Councillor - 
Charles VanZant, is obviously accomplishing little 
except to give Newmarket a black eye. There may be 
some satisfaction in catching the offender; we would 
think, however, there would be far more satisfaction 
in preventing the offense. 

And Newmarket can prevent the offense to a very 
large degree if the council would take five minutes to 
order the erection of warning signs on every "fast" 
street in the town. We don't mean those piddling high- 
way markers, half out of sight on the shoulders of the 
road, but good, honest signlwards, visible a mile. 

Use those signboards to warn the motorist that 
the speed limit is 30 miles an hour, warn him that 
speed traps are likely to be set anywhere on the road, 
warn him that the penalties are strictly enforced And 
then if he persists, haul a few over to the side of the 
.road and give them a ticket. Traffic would slow down 
in a hurry. 

But this business of parking in the bushes and 
bagging a lot of apceders has succeeded only in giving 
Newmarket a country-wide reputation and done little 
to make the streets safer. 



study. As far as we know, it is still in committee. If, 
by the way of diversion, Mr. Spillette would care to 
ferret out of commitee a decision on a "sign for New- 
marke, he will have accomplished at least part of the 
purpose his light scheme also serves.

. Newmarket opens upon one of the main traffic 
arteries in the province but there is nothing to advise 
travellers that the town is there beyond one inadequate 
signpost. Surely Newmarket is owed more recognition 
by its council. 
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STREET LIGHTS AND SIGNS 

Deputy Reeve J. L, Spillette wants to place electric 
lights on both sides of the street out Eagle St, to Yongo. 
This is a laudable ambition but one which has so far 
been frustrated by the mayor's feeling that it is im- 
practical. Tho Eagle St t lights would sorve the doublo 
purpose of lighting what is becoming a residential 
street and serving as an advertisement, by night at 
least, for Newmarket. 

Wo hope Mr. Spillette will pursue his ambition 
undaunted by the obstacles placed in Ids path. Hut 
should the pace tell, might we suggest he tack to an 
equally important project, one which would aorvo tho 
samo purpose by day as tho lights would by night, and 
that is an adequate advertisement for Newmarket on 
Yonge St. > •

RETAIL PRICE CUTTING 

In an effort to find ways of reducing prices, the 
government has set up a committee to investigate the 
practice of manufacturers of setting a retail price on 
their goods when they distribute them to retailers. The 
move, we imagine, had its source at least partly in the 
recent price war in the States when large department 
stores began cutting prices on certain appliances after 
it was found that the setting of fixed resale prices was 
contrary to law. 

The consumers in Newmarket, Aurora, and other 
semi-rural centres have a large stake in the decision 
of such a committee. Should the government rule the 
practice out, there is a very strong possibility that the 
small, independent dealer will cense to exist. Without 
the independents, the chain stores and the large depart- 
ment stores would hold a virtual monopoly- over all 
retail sales. Without a fixed retail price, it would be 
. possible for the chains and department stores to drive 
competition to the wall by simply lasting them out in 
ri price war The small independent has neither the 
resources nor the customers to last out such competi- 
tion A brief from the Ontario Retail Druggists Asso- 
ciation, says: 

"If the manufacturer is prohibited by law from 
establishing a resale price on his product, and the large 
operator resorts to price cutting, the power of dollars 
alone will destroy the small independent retailer. The 
small independent retailer cannot compete with the big 
operator in a price war because his resources run out. 
If he does not meet the slashed prices of tho price cut- 
ter, his customers will desert him; if he does meet 
them, he either sacrifices the honest profits he needs 
to keep his business going, or he has to cut wages or 
resort to mark-up practices of the price cutters on 
other merchandise of which his variety is smaller. And 
if he discontinues the sale of cut-price goods, his cus- 
tomers will go elsewhere to fill then* needs. Whatever 
he does, he stands to lose and our economy stands to 
lose with Him/ 1 

The fact is that while there may have boon in- 
atances when selling price of somo goods has been inor- 
dinately high, in general, tho merchant's mark-up is 
placed as low as ho can reasonably do so. He must 
do this if ho is to meet tho requirements of competi- 
tion. Ho has protection from cut-throat competition 
from his manufacturer in tho establishment of retail 
prices. Hut tho manufacturer, no loss than tho retailor, 
is anxious to soil his goods and those fixed prices nro 
also placed as low as possible to meet tho requirements 
of competition. 

No business, big or small, can stand consistent loss, 
If the indopondonts wero driven out of business by 
price cutting, the cost of that war would still bo homo 
by tho customer in one form or another. All of us 
havo a stake in maintaining our independent stores 
l>ecauso without thorn, the big operators would not 
havo any form of check. Somo prices might go down 
but we would pay heavily enough for the saving in 
other ways.

And the 
sumo thing happened this year. We hope the practice 
will not become a habit. 
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It was four above at six 
o'clock the other morning. 
Some buses and trucks were 
frozen up. A milkman was 
working over his horse which 
was also frozen up. 

With a pail of hot water 

steaming, the milkman tinkered , 
around exclaiming that he 
thought the trouble was either 
in Dobbin's radiator or else his 
water pump. Later I saw him 

coasting down Main St. trying 
to get him going in gear. 

I dropped over to Slim Blig* 
gens' shack, the piano box man- 
sion by the railway tracks. He 

was just chipping his goldfish 
out of the garden fish pond with 
an ice pick. 

"Didn't expect she'd freeze up 
like this so early in the season," 
said Slim.

I was 
able to steam through the cold 
morning with comparative ease/ 
I think I will recommend it to 
the milkman. No horse should 
be without It. 
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So here it is, and only the 
first week of November too. 
The ground is frozen hard and 
■it isn't even the Winter Fair 
yet. We remember a few 
years ago we were still plough- 
ing the first week in December. 

-We nre wondering how many 
cars, trucks nnd" tractors wero 
frozen the other morning, nnd 
how much damage was done 
in extra wear and tear to im- 
plements, nnd through other 
losses caused by this storm. It 
just goes to show that in this 
country you are never quite 
safe when it comes to weather. 
We used to count on such sure 
things like nuts on trees and 
the fur on the muskrnt nnd 
other signs referred to os re- 
liable in this ptipcr, yet even 
they will let you down. 

We had a number of cattle 

outside when this cold snap 
started. They wero outside, 
because, wc thought, it was too 
early to stable them and nlso 
because there nre more than 
we could put under cover right 
now. Some of them were 
quite young. We were surpris- 
ed to see how well they came 
through the two days. We are 
not sure yet, if it was the right 
thing to do, to bring them in. 
Wo are slowly becoming eon- 
v I need that most of the young 
.stuff in this country is housed 
too elaborately, \V^s believe 
that one could house yearling 

heifers, ready to breed and just 
bred, in open sheds in the win- 
ter time' as long as they are 
out of the wind and get plenty 
of water and good roughage. 

There are two "ifs" attached to 

this. One, that thoy be started 
na calves with the utmost care 
nnd fed to the best of one's 
ability the first four or five 
months. The other that when 
thoy get to be within three 
months of calving, they should 
bo separated from tho bunch 

outside and given plenty of 



feed concentrate and care. 

In the New England States 
we have seen some of the best 
young cattle last winter with 
coats as shaggy as a bear and 
some of the poorest one3 tied 
in rows, partly clipped and in 
general looking too pampered. 

We think that in general the 
housing of dairy cattle has 
reached the point where there 
is a tendency of building with 
less steel, less cement and 
maybe less expense too. We 
have seen some very comfort- 
able new barns where there 
were just wooden partitions be- 
tween the cows and the ani- 
mate were tied with a single 
rope and a leather halter. 
These stalls, called fittingly, 
comfort stalls, are wide, maybe 
four and a half or five feet 
They make a very attractive 
stable. 

We have seen some heifer 
stnbels. divided into large 
boxes, and a hayrack in each. 
The heifers were groups ac- 
cording to size. The gates in 
the center passage were re- 
movable and they can be cleans- 
ed with a spreader and manure 
loader. . 

When we look at some of the 
so-called np-to-datc stabling, 
with n very short platform and 
squeezed In about 39 inches to 
a beast and the smoothly worn 
platform to stand on, we ore 
reminded of tenement house* 

and alums In large cities. We 
think that cattle would do 

more comfortable in tho lee of . 
the strawatack. 

In the meantime, maybe it 

isn't going to get any warmer 
this ye«r. Well, we don't 
really mind the winter except 
for the first two weeks and . 
the lost four weeks. Once wt 
are used to it, and settle down 
to it, it has its points. The sure 

coming of next spring is one 
of the greatest advantages we
